The  second  lecture  in  the  Adult  Edu¬ 
cation  Series  on  “Current  Battlefronts  of 
Democracy”  will  take  place  at  the  Friday 
evening  services  on  December  20th,  when 
Dr.  Conrad  Moehlman  will  be  the  guest 
preacher.  His  subject  at  that  time  will  be 
“Are  the  Churches  Encroaching  on  Our 
Education  System?”  Dr.  Moehlman,  a 
member  of  the  faculty  of  the  Rochester- 
Colgate  Divinity  School,  a  division  of 
Colgate  University,  has  long  been  an  out¬ 
standing  proponent  of  more  harmonious 
relations  between  Christians  and  Jews. 
He  has  been  one  of  the  most  vigorous 
and  forthright  members  of  the  National 
Conference  of  Christians  and  Jews,  hold¬ 
ing  to  the  thesis  that  the  unfortunate  re¬ 
lationships  between  Christians  and  Jews, 
to  the  extent  they  exist,  are  primarily 
the  problem  of  Christendom.  He  has  con¬ 
sistently  stated  his  belief  that  fundamen¬ 
tal  changes  must  be  made  in  the  inter¬ 
pretation  of  religious  symbols  and  con¬ 
cepts  where  they  inherently  tend  to  breed 
prejudice,  on  the  part  of  either  religious 
group. 

Dr.  Moehlman’s  lecture  on  the  subject 
of  religion  in  the  schools  is  expected  to 
deal  with  the  need  for  those  religious 
groups  which  have  completely  democrat¬ 
ized  their  own  thinking  to  introduce  their 
teachings  and  ethics  into  the  general  ed¬ 
ucational  pattern.  Unfortunately  at  the 
time  of  going  to  press,  The  Bulletin 
was  unable  to  procure  an  excerpt  from 
Dr.  Moehlman’s  talk  for  publication.

SISTERHOOD  ASKS 

GIFTS  FOR  SOS 

The  SOS  (Supplies  for  Overseas  Sur¬ 
vivors)  Executive  Committee  has  set 
aside  Hanukkah  week,  from  December 
17  through  December  24th,  a  traditional 
time  for  giving,  to  concentrate  its  appeal 
for  cans  of  food  and  other  gifts  for  un¬ 
fortunate  Jews  throughout  the  world. 
Not  only  are  members  asked  to  bring 
cans  to  the  Hanukkah  party,  and  to  all 
Synagogue  functions  during  that  week, 
but  plans  have  been  made  for  intensive 
efforts  of  various  kinds  to  augment  the 
gifts  which  are  so  badly  needed. 

The  Sisterhood  of  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  has  appointed  Mrs.  Louis 
Greenstein  as  chairman  of  the  SOS  Col¬ 
lections.  It  will  participate  in  the  dis¬ 
tribution  of  the  silk  tags  “SOS — I  Gave 
to  Save  a  Life”,  which  are  being  offered 
donors  of  food  at  grocery  store  collec¬ 
tions  and  other  gatherings,  such  as  our 
Party  when  guests  will  bring  foodstuffs. 
It  has  also  asked  members  of  the  Sister¬ 
hood  and  other  Synagogue  members  to 
volunteer  to  telephone  or  call  on  at  least 
ten  people  to  give  to  the  SOS  Collection. 
Sisterhood  has  also  made  a  strong  ap¬ 
peal  for  layettes  which  are  urgently 
needed  overseas,  more  than  ever  before. 
Specific  appeal  is  being  made  to  mem¬ 
bers  who  have  access  to  material  of  any 
kind  to  furnish  it  to  the  Synagogue  as 
soon  as  possible  for  sewing. 

Youth  groups  are  being  asked  to  hold 
dances  and  special  events  to  which 
canned  foods  are  part  of  the  admission. 
Children  are  being  asked  to  make  up  kits, 
which  will  include  essential  school  sup¬ 
plies,  sewing  material,  soaps,  toilet  ar-

In  view'  of  the  fact  that  Hanukkah 
marks  the  beginning  of  SOS  w-eek,  it  is 
hoped  that  everyone  who  comes  to  the 
party  will  bring  at  least  one  can  of  food 
to  send  overseas.

Rabbi  Steinberg 

Jewish  ethic  is  concerned  not  only 
with  the  heights  but  with  the  plains  also, 
with  the  commonplace  in  life  as  well  as 
the  exalted.  If  its  commandments  on  oc¬ 
casion  are  as  lofty  as  the  bidding  to  love 
one’s  neighbor  as  one’s  self,  they  are 
sometimes  as  homely  as  the  precept  that 
an  employer  may  not  delay  paying  out 
his  servant’s  wages.  Judaism  in  a  word 
is  a  religion  for  saints,  but  also  for  ordi¬ 
nary  human  beings  struggling  to  he  as 
good  as  they  may.  Which  is  what  Moses 
meant  when  he  said: 

“For  this  commandment  which  I  com¬ 
mand  thee  this  day  is  not  too  hard  for 
thee  ...  it  is  not  up  in  heaven  .  .  .  neither 
is  it  beyond  the  sea  .  .  .  hut  it  is  very  nigh 
unto  thee,  in  thy  mouth  and  thy  heart 
that  thou  mayest  do  it  ...  ” 

Indeed,  some  of  my  favorite  passages. 
Scriptural  and  Rabbinic,  fall  in  this  cat¬ 
egory  of  the  commonsensical.  I  may 
thrill  to  the  other  kind  of  utterance,  that 
which  is  up  in  the  clouds,  hut  I  am  often 
helped  most  and  guided  most  firmly  by 
down  to  earth  precepts. 

Consider,  for  example,  the  wisdom  of 
the  following  prayer-  from  the  30th 
Chapter  of  Proverbs: 

“Give  me  neither  poverty  nor  riches, 
Provide  me  with  food  sufficient  for 
my  needs; 

Lest  I  be  full,  and  deny  Thee, 

And  say:  ‘Who  is  the  Lord?’ 

Or  lest  I  be  poor  and  be  led  to  steal, 
And  so  disgrace  the  name  of  my 
God.” 

Can  any  sentiment  be  conceived  more 
penetrating  or  more  valid  than  this?

As  with  Scripture,  so  with  rabbinic 


literature.  The  lofty,  glorious  and  uto¬ 
pian  elements  are  there,  but  also  the  plain 
and  homespun. 

Illustrations  innumerable  suggest 
themselves,  from  which  I  here  present 
two  of  which  I  am  especially  fond: 

Expounding  the  verse  (Leviticus  XIX, 
18)  “Thou  shalt  not  take  vengeance  nor 
bear  a  grudge,”  the  rabbis  interpret  this 
to  mean  that  if  you  seek  to  borrow  your 
neighbor’s  axe,  and  he  refuses  it,  and 
then  he  asks  to  borrow  your  saw,  and 
you,  remembering  his  ungraciousness, 
are  tempted  to  refuse,  you  may  not  har¬ 
bor  a  grudge  but  must  lend  him  your  tool. 
Nay  more,  when  you  do  so  you  may  not 
say,  “see,  I  am  more  generous  than  you,” 
for  to  speak  so  is  to  take  revenge,  which 
is  forbidden. 

How  unpretentious  this  instruction  is, 
but  how  perceptive  as  to  human  nature 
and  how  needed! 

For  my  second  example  of  down  to 
earth  Jewish  ethics,  I  list  one  of  the  sim¬ 
plest  but  most  humane  verses  in  all  the 
Bible,  together  with  some  rabbinic  ap¬ 
plications  of  it.  In  all  moralistic  writing 
there  is  no  saying  more  unpretentiously 
compassionate  than  Leviticus  XIX,  14: 

“Thou  shalt  not  curse  the  deaf,  nor 
put  a  stumbling  block  before  the  blind.” 

Wise  and  kind  as  is  this  instruction, 
it  is  no  more  so  than  those  which  the 
ancient  rabbis  deduced  from  it.  To  them, 
all  advantage-taking  of  a  fellow’s  weak¬ 
ness,  all  tempting  of  him  to  evil,  was 
interdicted  as  constituting  a  stumbling 
block  before  the  blind. 

On  this  score  they  forbade  that  a  man 
slap  his  grown  up  child,  or  offer  a  cup 
of  wine  to  a  Nazirite  (pledged  to  total 
abstinence)  or  price  merchandise  with 
no  intention  of  making  a  purchase,  or 
leave  money  about  with  the  deliberate 
intention  of  testing  his  servant’s  honesty. 

For  in  each  such  instance  advantage 
is  taken  of  another's  powerlessness,  to 
push  him  toward  sin.  The  same  cruelty 
is  present  which  is  involved  in  deliber¬ 
ately  tripping  up  a  blind  man.

Perhaps  the  climactic  example  of  this 
type  of  hard-headed,  down-to-cases  mor¬ 
ality  is  the  parting  instruction  given  by 
a  dying  rabbi  to  his  disciples: 

“My  children,”  said  he,  “fear  God  as 
you  fear  men.” 

“What,”  they  cried  aghast,  “ought  we 
not  fear  God  more?” 

“Fear  Him  as  much,”  the  sage  replied 
wryly,  “it  will  do.”

JUDGE  BOTEIN  AND  I.  B.  OSEAS

Judge  Bernard  Botein,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Park  Ave¬ 
nue  Synagogue,  was  elected  to  the  post 
of  President  of  the  Metropolitan  Council 
of  the  United  Synagogue  of  America,  at 
its  meeting  of  November  17th.  The  meet¬ 
ing  was  held  at  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary.  At  the  same  time,  Mr.  I.  B. 
Oseas,  chairman  of  the  Synagogue’s 
Ritual  Committee,  was  elected  Secretary 
of  the  body.  The  election  of  the  two  dele¬ 
gates  from  this  Congregation  is  a  signal 
honor,  and  a  recognition  of  the  calibre 
of  work  being  done  to  further  the  pro¬ 
gram  of  the  United  Synagogue. 

Judge  Botein,  who  is  a  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
has  been  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  some  years,  and  a  very  ac¬ 
tive  participant  in  all  Jewish  communal 
affairs.  Mr.  Oseas,  in  addition  to  his 
chairmanship  of  the  Ritual  Committee, 
is  also  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees,  and  was  for  five  years  a  member 
of  the  School  Board. 

The  Metropolitan  Council  was  or¬ 
ganized  a  year  ago,  to  further  the 
efforts  of  the  United  Synagogue  of 
America,  the  national  organization  of 
conservative  Jewish  congregations.  In  his 
acceptance  speech,  Judge  Botein  empha¬ 
sized  the  function  of  the  Council  in  the 
fields  of  education  and  expansion  of 
synagogue  activity  to  include  broadly 
communal  activities.  He  commented  in 
part  “The  Council  is  oidy  one  year  old, 
but  has  made  remarkable  progress.”

Dr.  Kohn  Speaks 

Friday  Evening 

Dr.  Jacob  Kohn,  Rabbi  of  Tem¬ 
ple  Sinai  of  Los  Angeles,  whom 
Rabbi  Steinberg  honors  as  his  spir¬ 
itual  mentor,  will  be  the  speaker 
at  the  regular  Friday  evening  serv¬ 
ice  on  December  13th,  at  8:30 
o’clock.  His  subject,  “The  Func¬ 
tion  of  Fear  in  Religion,”  is  in  his 
particular  field,  and  should  prove 
very  stimulating. 

Dr.  Kohn  is  a  graduate  of  New 
York  University  where  he  taught 
philosophy  for  a  time,  and  was 
ordained  and  received  his  doc¬ 
torate  at  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary.  For  over  twenty  years 
he  was  rabbi  of  Temple  Ansche 
Chesed  in  New  York,  where  Rabbi 
Steinberg,  then  a  boy  of  sixteen 
newly  arrived  in  Newr  York  City, 
first  came  under  his  influence. 

Rabbi  Steinberg  said  of  Dr. 
Kohn,  “He  is  perhaps  the  best 
metaphysician  in  the  American 
Rabbinate.  His  influence  on  me 
was  decisive.  I  came  to  know  him 
at  a  turning  point  in  my  youth.  He 
has  always  seemed  to  me  the  ideal 
rabbi  for  our  time  and  the  Ameri¬ 
can  scene:  of  broad  learning,  both 
Hebrew  and  general,  a  traditional¬ 
ist  but  a  modernist  also,  a  thor¬ 
ough-going  idealist  who  lives  his 
ideals.  It  is  he  who  won  me  not 
only  to  the  rabbinate  but  more 
basically  to  Judaism  itself.” 

If  only  for  that  mitzvah,  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is  hon¬ 
ored  to  have  Rabbi  Kohn  speak, 
and  will  attend  the  Friday  evening 
service  in  full  force.
